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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 08/1 0/2006 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 0-1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. With regards to claim 10, and subsequent depended claims, the claims provide 
limitations that follow a "wherein" clause without positively reciting additional structure. 
For example, the text that follows the "wherein" clause in lines 7-9 and 1 0-1 2, of claim 
10, do not limit the claim to a particular structure, rather makes optional, see MPEP 
21 1 1 .04. For the sake of examination, it will be treated as a functional limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 10-17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Poten etal. (US 5,249,907). 

Poten et al. discloses a carriage 1 with wheels 3 able to hold a defective wheel 
30; a belt 6 for securing the defective wheel; the belt has a first end connected to 
the carriage, see figure 1 ; the second end of the belt can hold the wheel in place 
when hooked to a second end of the carriage, see figure 1; the length of the belt 
can be adjusted, via clamp 7; a ramp 4; the ramp and the carriage are separate 
parts and the ramp is hooked onto the axel of the carriage, see figure 3; the 
carriage has a bottom part that has rollers and a top part that is on top of the 
bottom part; the carriage has three wheels, as seen in figure 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Poten et 
al. (US 5,249,907). 

Poten et al. discloses the bottom part is made of sheet metal, however fails to 
disclose the top part is made of plastic. It would have been obvious to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art, at the time of invention, to use plastic for the top 
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part, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to 
select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a 
matter of obvious design choice.
